First of ell a stain should be treated as 
quickly as possible after the accident, and, in 
this connection, it is also wise to remember 
that no remover is magic and sycpess demands 
patience and sometimes many applications of 
the treatment as well. i 

Few people realise the usefulness oí plein 
boiling water for removing simple stains, such 
as tea. cofice, fruit, wine, etc., from white 
clothes and table linen, If, however, this is 
not successful, then the stain should b 
covered with borax or salts of lemon; this 
should be well rubbed in with a bone spoon, 
and then rinsed with boiling water. Ch oride 
of lime is useful only for white materials, and 
most particular care should be taken with 
gubsequent rinsings. 

Rust and ink stains can also be success- 
fully removed by’ this treatment. 

Ammonia must not be applied to silk or 
woollen materials, but is excellent for removing 
oil stains in conjunction with a little soap 
and cold water. 

Petrol and benzine are effective for remov- 
ing greasy stains, but after the application 
the plece treated must be gently rubbed dry 
with a piece of soft flannel, otherwise the 
cure is often worse than the disease. 

f candle grease falls on carpets or s; as 
much of the grease as possible should be 
removed with a sharp knife, and the spots 
should be coveted with either blotting. or 
brown paper, pressed with a hot iron. - 

For cleaning paint work, if plain water 
fails, use turpentine or bon-ami. Ammonia 
is good, too, but care must be taken to mix 
it with plenty of water, as a strong solution 
might give & streaky result.

COURT STORY OF ATTACK ON 
DETECTIVE. a 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

A young man, John Ryan, whose address 
was not. stated, was charged by Detective 
Officers Mulcahy and Hogan with assaulting 
the latter officer that mornin. 

Detective Officer Hogan, whose head was 
swathed in bandages, told the Court that 
between four and five o'clock that morning 
he was in a laneway off Ard-righ road with 
Detective Officer Mulcahy.

FINTONA’S INSANITARY 
HOUSES. 


-OWNERS’ THREAT .TO. EJECT 
.. WIDOWS AND ORPHANS. . 
At a meeting of Omagh Rural Council on 
Saturday last br. Bradley, mediga! officer of 
health, reported forty-eight additional houses 
in the town of Fintona absolutely without 
sanitary acco ation,. yards-or ashpits, or 
back doors. This number: brought the number 
of insamitary houses reported up to 128 in 
the town, the population of which is about 


1,000. 

Mr. McCaffrey said that the tenants of 
some of these houses had been in occupation 
for fram twenty to fifty years, and it was 
very unfair of the owners to threaten to 
throw them out because the Council was 
going to compel the owners to carry out neces- 
sary improvements. A number of the tenants 
were men who responded to the cal] in 1914 
and went out to the war, some of them never 
to return. Some of the tenants were now 
the widows and orphans of ex-Service mew. 

It was quite all right, Mr. McCaffrey 
added, to eect memorials to the dead, but 
it would be far better to do something for 
the widows and orphans living in these 
houses. 

it was decided to notify the landlords of 
the houses in question to comply with the 
sanitary laws.

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Senator Sir John Keane, President of the 
House-owners’ Protection. Association, givin 
evidence with regard to leaseholders, sai 
that leaseholds were falling in from time to 
time, and the occupier whose lease was fall- 
ing in anticipated that he was liable to grant 
hecommodation. 

Answering the Chairman, the witness said 
thas ile leasehold gan enabled them to 
a @ progressive policy, 

The Chairman+Do you say that there must ' 
be some authority to organise some scheme 
of development, as individual freeholders 
were incompetent? 

Sir John Keane—You get that in this case, 
in which individualism is a distinct handicap, 

Dealing with confiscation, improvements, 
and goodwill, he said that these matters were 
covered by the Act of 1906, although that 
Act was not sufficiently availed of by the 
tenant to get redress. He was prepared to 
put it forward that leases wore generally re- 
newed on reasonable terms, and, although he 
was not speaking. for greund landlords, he 
pointed out that in many cases ground rents . 
weré nominal—a mere peppercorn rent, There 
were cases in which the ground rent was 10s., 
and after the lease had expired that was put 
up to £5. but even that sum was far below 
letting value. 

The Chairman—If a landlord had £1,000 
a year from ground rents, and increases them 
in that manner when the leases would fall in, 
he would become a millionaire. . 

Sir John Keane—Yes. but he has been 
Jving out of his property for many years. 
You cannot eliminate windfalls in connection 
with property. 

HIGH RENTS, 

Continuing, the witness said that tenants 
were victimised as a result of scarcity of 
houses and high rents, He submitted that 
the provision of houses for the future was 
germane to that inquiry, and if these houses 
were not built the whole community must 
suffer in morale and health. The provision of 
houses was a question of ways and means, 
and the question was how were they to be 
provided. Up to the war houses were pro- 
vided by private enterprise. Then State en- 
terprise came in, and if the Commission were 
prepared to say State enterprise was the ab- 
solute remedy, then there was nothing more 
to be said. If not, private enterprise must 
continué in a large measure to supply houses. 

There was, he pointed out, apprehension in 
this country of the Rent Restriction Act. It 
might be said that it did not apply to the 
new buildings, but it was still there, and the 
feeling of restriction to a great extent made 
capital apprehensive. It was much greater 
in regard to certain measures that had been 
forecasted. He referred to Captain Red- 
mond’s bill, which obtained considerable sup- 
port in the Dail. That had acted as a great 
deterrent to private enterprise. 

The Chairman—You favour the abolition of 
rent restriction’—Yes. At first it may lead 
to cases of hardship, but it would bring into 
operation enterprise, and the housing problem 
would be met, and over-met, and rents would 
then come down. 

Proceeding, the witness recalled that the 
late Mr. O'Higgins said, when dealing with 
the question of housing: ‘‘ Remember he owns 
the house.” A man had invested his money 
in a honse, and if they. were going to take 
away his property they would raise a number 
of factors which would strike at security and 
credit. 


A CASE OF OWNERSHIP. 

The Chairman—Take .this instance: an 
owner of land @ives a lease of an acre for 
99 yeasts, and the owner of the lease builds a 
house--cn it; whose property is the house. at 
theend of the lease*—In law it was the

ans the leasehalder seils the house to 
somebody as a yearly tenant, after six months 
he will say he owns it?—I do not know which 
of the three owns it. 

Continuing, he pointed out that they had a 
number of small men in their Association, 
and in many cases he knew that house pro- 
pervs was owned by big insuralce companies. 
‘hey, like the banks, lent money on security 
for building houses, but banks were timorous 
of legislation, and nowadays were not as 
ready to lend money as they were in the 
past. 

As to the question of repairs and the pay: 
ment of rates and income tax, he mentioned 
that there was an opinion abroad that land- 
lords were making a good thing out of house 
property, but the contrary was bis experience, 
for in respect of a nominal rental of £410 per 
year from house property, he expended on 
an average during the period from 1922 £443 
each year, or £30 above the rent. He did 
not claim that that would represent the. case 
of the average lafdlord, but in some cases 
the outlay” was in or about 40 or 50 per 
cent. on the rents receivable. He advocated 
a system by which the tenant, instead of the 
landlord, would be liable and responsible for 
the rates. The present arrangement by which 
the owner was responsible was a hardship on 
the landlord, and was very bad for the 
civic sense He thought that if the 
occupier had the vote he should 
pay the rates, but ii the landlord continued 
to be responsible he should be armed with 
the powers and authority of the rate collector, 
and should also get the poundage fees. Direct 
payment of rates by the occupiers would 
throw upon them responsibilities and produce 
a higher civic sense. 

The Chairman—You must be a Scotsman. 
(Laughter. ) 

Sir John Keane—I hope that 1 have in me a 
certain element of the Scotsman. Continuing, 
he advocated a lesser expense in proceedings for 
the recovery of possession of a bin that had 
been sublet. 


EVIDENCE FOR LABOUR PARTY. 

Evidence was given by Mr, L. J. Duffy, 
Vice-President, Irish Labour Party and Trade 
Union Congress, and Mr. HR. J. P. Mortished, 
Assistant Secretary of the same body. Their 
evidence on the question of rent control was 
to the effect that no further increase of rents 
should be permitted and the last increase, if 
pe should be annulled. Control should 

e re-established and continued, If rents are 
loft. to the free play of purely economic forces, 
uncontrolled by social considerations, wages 
and salaries must necessarily rise . unless.a 
drastic lowering of an alread: ' low standard 
of living is to take place. Efforts to raise 
wages and salaries would cause widespread 
dislocation, ramifying throughout al! industry. 
The inequalities and disturbance due to the 
abolition of rea’, control would far outweigh 
any possible evil results of control itself. 
There was no evidence to justify the state- 
ment often made that rent control prevents 
the building of new houses. Houses built 
since 1919 were quite uncontrolled. 

Some conversation followed between both 
witnesses and the Chairman as to the 
diffeulties relating to questions of title, and 
the Chairman remarked in reference to what 
he described as the farce of the examinatidn 
“.

Continuing their evidence, the witnesses 
said that in New Zealand provision was made 
so that a tenant could apply to the Depart- 
ment of Labour, which would obtain the 
necessary particulars, and work out the legal) 
rent. Recourse to the Courts was still open, 
but both landlord and tenant were saved 
trouble, expense, and possibly friction. The 
Valuation Office could usefully do simiJar work 
here on payment of a small fee. As to reduc- 
tion of rates, it was stated that where a 
tenant pays an inclusive rent he has the right 
to claim a reduction if the rates go down, But 
there is no obligation on the landlord to 
notify the tenant of a reduction, or to reduce 
the inclusive rent without claim by the tenant, 
Where a house was let furnished or partly 
furnished the landlord should be required to 
fyrnish before the letting is made a statement 
showing the. apportionment of the rent 
between house and furniture. 

NEW HOUSES. 

Dealing with new houses, the hóg mi 
stated that new houses would not, be built 
in adequate nuinber'if the matter was left to 
private speculative building. No State had 
yet discovered how houses could be built with- 
out subsidies at prices or rents within the 
means of the mass of the people. Subsidies 
must therefore be continued, but should be 
given only to local authorities and to public 
utility societies building for their own mem- 
bers, not to private builders. Houses can be 
built in adequate numbers, and economy in 
building costs secured only by organising the 
work through a national housing authority 
representing the State, local authorities and 
the building industry. Such an authority 
could secure economy by large-scale produc- 
tion. and purchases, and by continuity of 
work, and could examine and experiment 
with new methods of building. School, church, 
etc., accommodation could also be taken into 
account. 

Mr. Mortished said that the houses which 
were being built were not houses for the 
masses of the people, but for the fairly com- 
fortable middie class. The only housing 
being provided for the lower grade of wage- 
earners was that being done by local authori- 
ties. i 
Discussing the question of a housing 
authority, he said that in Belgium there was 
A National Society for cheap houses and 
dwellings provided by the Belgian Govern- 
ment in 1920. yee 

Referring to high ground rents, it was 
stated that they are an impediment to build- 
ing. The development of residential areas, 
very largely at the expense of the State and 
local authorities, or of private persons other 
than the ground landlord, results in the free 
gift to the owner of the Jand of an increased 
value, to which he has no right. Suitable 
land should be brought into the market, and 
the ground landlord compelled to contribute 
to the expenditure of the State and the 
local authorities by the taxation ‘of site values. 
A special inquiry into this matter should be 
instituted. 

The Commission adjourned. 
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FAILURE OF MARRIAGE 
ILLOGICAL. 


————&———— 
MOST HONOURED AND 
SACRED INSTITUTION. 


“The possibility of the failure of marriage 
is wholly illogical and ought to be impos- 
sible,’ said the Rev. Henry Day, 5.J., 
Liverpool, in a lecture at 86 St. Stephen a 
Green, Dublin, yesterday, under the auspices 
of the Central Catholic Library. Dr. Kennedy 
Cahill presided. 

It was as illogical to suggest the failure of 
marriage as to suggest the failure of Nature 
or the failure of the Christian social system, 
said Father Day. That men and women 
wrecked their lives in marriage was obvious, 
but it was equally obvious that such matri- 
monial disasters resulted from the betrayal of 
love in wedlock, and were consequently not 
properly accountable to marriage. Bankruptcies 
were of common occurrence in commerce, but 
no one thought of questioning on that account 
the validity of the system of trade. Marriage 
could not be a failure. The perfect fulfilment 
of the law of love of man for woman, the most 
honoured and sacred of human institutions, 
and the sacrament of the sacred dispensation 
could only be a success. Any other answer 
was a perversion of reason and a blasphemy. 
The, fact that the question was put and 
seriously discussed was only one of many 
signs of a general decline in rational and 
religious convictions. 

The Rev. Father 8. Browne, §.J., thanked 
Father Day for his lecture, and, speaking of 
the library, said that in its full development 
it was intended that it should be a universal 
source of information on everything connected 
with the Faith. This was not being fulfilled 
by any other institution in the country. 
Books on Catholic theology and the vast 
majority of books dealing with the Catholic 
standpoint were not elsewhere available to 
the general public. 
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HISTORICAL ASSOCIATIONS OF 
DONABATE. 


A lecture on the History and Antiquities 
of Donabate and District was given in the 
Library Hall, Donabate, by Mr. Frank 
Stephens, B.A., T.C.D., under the auspices of 
In the unavoid- 
able absence of the Rev. F. O'Loughlin, 
P.P., the chair was occupied by the Rev. J. 
Costelloe. At the conclusion of the lecture, 
the Rev. R. Brown, the rector of Donabate, 
proposed, and Mr. T. J. Smith seconded, a 
cordial yote of thanks to the lecturer. 

In his lecture, Mr. Stephens dealt with the 
historical associations of the locality down 
through the ’ 
stages in the development of art and industry 
in the history of Ireland. He recalled that 
the first watér-mill for grinding corn was 
introduced into Ireland in the third centuty 
by Cormac» Mao -Art “in order to relieve a 
favourite slave. A very early settlement had 
been made in the Donabate-Malahide district, 
and at the present juncture it was interesting 
to note that the bc by the first settlers 
in Ireland were virtually identical with those 
used at the present day by the fishermen on 
our Western seabdard. in conclusion, Mr, 
Stephens appealed for caré and preservation 
of the many historical relics in the Ic lity.

TWO DUBLIN INQUESTS ON 
INFANTS. 

“Death from strangulation’’ was the 
verdict of the jury at an-inquest in Dublin 
last Saturday on the body of a female infant 
which, wrapped in brown paper, was drovped 
from a motor car travelling along Great 


‘Brunswick street on Friday morning at about 


10.30. 

Dr. C. P. Hearty, Mercer’s Hospital, gave 
evidence that the child had been dead six 
hours when he examined the body, death 
being due to strangulation. 

The driver of the car made a voluntary 
statement when he went to College street 
Police Station half an hour after the incident 
in Great Brunswick street, at the request of 
Guard Boylan, who accosted him at Burgh 
quay. He stated to Inspector R. O’Connell 
that. he engaged a girl named Mary Gorman 
as a general servant. She proved unsatis- 
factory. On November órd his wife informed 
him that the girl was il], and he suggested 
to the girl that she should leave. On Friday 
morning he got reraly to drive towards the 
city. The girl was also going into town to 
see her uncle. She seemed to be ill, and he 
offered to drive her into the city. She got 
int» the back of the car with two parcels. 
He did not know that one of them had fallen 
out in Great Brunswick street until he was 
told by the Guard. At Burgh quay he paid 
the girl a week’s wages, in lieu of notice, and 
she went away. 

The jury attached no blame to the driver 
of the car and commended Guard Boylan for 
his vigilance. 

The Coroner said that the driver appeared 
to have acted very kindly towards the girl. 

INSIDE CHURCH RAILINGS. 

Dr. J. Brennan, Coroner for South County 
Dublin, held an inquest: without a jury at 
the Town Hall, Rathmines. last Saturday on 
a newly born female child, whose partly 
decomposed body was found inside the rail- 
ings of St. Paul’s Church, Mount Argus, on 
Thursday morning at about 8,50. 

It appeared from the evidence that two 
women passing the church got a boy to climb 
over the rails to secre the parcel. When 
the parcel was opened a child’s body was 
found wrapped in a coloured cloth, with the 
feet protruding. Station Sergeant Reidy 
appeared and found a wound over the left 
side of the head and a mark around the neck. 
Inside the parcel was a twisted piece of 
string. The Coroner advised a post-mortem 
examination, 

Dr. Mathew Peppard, who made the 
vost-mortem examination. stated that the 
lungs showed that the child had had a sepa- 
rate existence, but the abrasion on the head 
and neck marks were post-mortem, In his 
opinion the cause aon was want of

‘Germany and Europe. 
Under the war settlement the Allied 
Governments have a large, but vague, in- 
terest in Germany’s finances. They are 


entitled: to demand that no internal acts 


of. legislation or administration shall 
i war .-debts. 
Recently the Agent-General for. Repara- 
tions, Mr. 8. Parker Gilbert, made some 


critical ‘suggestions to the German 


Minister for Finance, and afterwards, by 


the Minister's request,.embodied them in 
a memorandum. This. memorandum, and 
the German Government’s reply to it, 
were published yesterday at Berlin. In 
careful and friendly language Mr. Parker 
Gilbert warned Germany against certain 
tendencies which, by checking her financial 
and industrial recovery, might interfere 
with the reparation payment under the 
Dawes. scheme. He points out that 


ithe strict economies’ and vigilant super- 


vision which did so much to restore 
credit after the war have 
not been’ maintained... Social  expendi- 
ture has. doubled since’ 1924; it is 
éstimated at £26,500,000 for the current 
year, and the Government decided a few 


| weeks ago to make an all-round addition 


to civil service salaries. Germany has 
paid a total sum “of £185;000,000—three 
full-annuities+under the Dawes scheme ; 
but in the same three- years she has 
borrowed abroad nearly £250,000,000 as 
long-term loans. The Agent-General urges 
upon the Central’ Government, the need of 
systematic saving and of careful spending. 


‘He asks it to exercise a stricter guardian- 
ship over the finances of the States, and 


he reminds it that foreign borrowing ought 
to be limited to productive purposes. 

The’ German “ Government's reply’ is 
frank and conciliatory. Naturally, Herr 
Marx’s Cabinet’ defends its own policy, in- 
sists upon the solidity’ of Germany’s 


notion that future,payments under tho 
Dawes scheme are in any danger. Never- 
theless,. the reply . offers no general 
‘challenge “6 the truth of the Agent- 
‘General’s warning; and the Government 
clearly has nó sympathy with the attacks

A Nationalist Government might be for 
Germany—of course on a far larger and 
far more disastrous scale—the same mis- 
fortune that a Republican Government 
would be for the Irish Free State. By 
challenging, or even repudiating, the war 
settlements it might undo all the painful 
achievement of the last seven years. Its 
notorious designs upon the eastern frontier 
might provoke acute trouble in Poland. 
France’s slowly dying suspicions would be 
revived in full strength. and the with- 
drawal of her Army of Occupation would 
be postponed indefinitely. If Nationalist 
influences in Germany should be able, as 
the result of a general election, to imperil 
the operation of the Dawes scheme, the 
economic recovery not merely of Germany, 
but of every country in Europe, would 
suffer a serious blow. It may be that 
experience and the lapse of time will 
dictate some revision, in Germany’s 
favour, of the more artificial conditions of 
the war settlement; but such revision, if 
it is to come at all, can come only as the 
fruit of international: good-will. France 
will not be persuaded to sanction it—and 
England’ in this matter will support 
France—until Germany has given ample 
proof of her purpose to live at peace with 
Europe. The League of Nations will be 
merely an elaborate mechanism until it is 
informed with the spirit of a genuine and 
permanent understanding between Ger- 
many, France and England. All good 
citizens of the world will welcome the 
German Cabinet’s friendly reply to the 
legitimate criticism of the Allied Govern- 
ments, and will hope that it represents 
the feelings and intentions of the mass of 


the German people. 


Lives of Great Men. | 

A new volume of the “Dictionary of 
National Biography” has appeared. It 
contains biographies of eminent men and 
women who died in the decade that 
ended on December 3ist; 1921; and they 
are, “in the main, a band of eminent 
Victorians.’’ They include Lord Wemyss, 
who was born in 1818 and died in 1914, 
just five weeks before that conflict began 
for which he had toiled to prepare the 
nation. Men and women torn in the 
‘thirties and ‘forties chiefly swell the 
record; for people of distinction seem 
generally to be long-lived. Among those 
who died within the decade were Joseph 
Chamberlain, Henry Labouchere, Rajah 


W. T. Stead, William Anson, Lord Lister, 
G. H. Darwin and Alfred’ Russel Wallace. 
' We have travelled far since the days when 
the exploit. of. Captain R. F. Scott rang 
round the world and thrilled us with the 
sense that the breed of the Elizabethan 
explorers still flourished. Scott died two 
years before the Great War revealed 
heroism of the same mettle in millions,of 
common men. George Wyndham’s name 
recalls the: atmosphere of a distant age. 
The names of Beresford, Fisher, Kitchener, 
Roberts, Wolseley and Evelyn Wood, on 
the other hand, are associated with events 
that still reverberate; and their assembly 
in this necrology serves but to remind us 
how great captains were they who left 
recently. In literature the 
dead seem to stand farther 
if the world of letters— 
contrary to the proverbs—aged more 
rapidly than the world of action. Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward, F. C. Burnand, Andrew 
Lang and Alfred Austin truly belong in 
their several fashions to the . Victorian 
world. A notice of the sporting. novelist, 
Nat Gould, who died in 1919, explains 
the mystery of the appearance of a new 
book from his pen as late as the present 
week. It tells us that he wrote about 150 
books, of which 22 were waiting, when he 
died, to be put into print at the rate of 
five a year. The war itself yielded com- 
paratively few worthies to this national 
record; for “it rather blighted ppomis¢ 
than terminated achievement” Among 
men who fell, their claim to fame already 
established, wero Rupert Brooke and 
Julian. Grenfell, the poets, Henry 
Moseley the physicist, and George 
Butterworth the composer. Among the 
chief notices of distinguished Irishmen 1s 
'one devoted to Sir John Pentland Mahaffy, 
Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, whose 
death ‘in 1919 ended an unbroken service 
to Dublin University lasting for fifty-five 
years. Mahaffy’s pioneer work in the 
criticism. of Greek literature is described— 
“his judgments anticipated the verdict of 
the next generation “”—and the biographer

The Blue Nile. 


A curious report reached London from 
America on Friday. It said that an en- 
gineering firm in’New York had secured 
a concession from the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment for the damming of the Blue Nile at 
Lake Tsana, and that this firm, enabled 
thus to control a vast part of the water 
supply of the Sudan and Egypt, proposed 
to sell the water to the countries which 
so vitally need it. It is by no means 
‘beyond the resources of American audacity 
te devise such a scheme. lí it were carried 
into effect, millions of people living in 
two countries would be at the mercy of 
arbitrary persons operating an engineering 
concern ‘beyond their: borders, and them- 
selves living in another continent... Officials 
of the engineering concern are on their 
way to Abyssinia, carrying an agreement 
for the undertaking, for which they hope 
to obtain the Prince Regent's signature 
next month, so that work can begin in the 
new year.

Nile shall be dammed at 
Lake Tsana, in order that a vast natural 
reservoir may be formed for the regulation 
of water supplies to the thirsty lowlands. 
The undertaking, however, must be 
carried out in such fashion that it will 
be at the service of Egypt and the Sudan. 


Photography for Students. 


News of first-rate importance to many 
students. of history and literature is 
announced. The British Museum authori- 
ties have appointed a permanent staff of 
photographers, who already are at work. 
Henceforward the Museum will: be able 
to exchange photographs with other 
museums, thus enriching its own collec- 
tion of exhibits, and a good revenue 1s 
expected from the sale of offtcial photo- 
graphs. If ever calamity should befall 
any part of the Museum’s contents, the 
loss would be tempered by the existence 
of photographs of the destroyed objects. 
The phase of the photographers’ work 
of particular interest to students, how- 
ever, is that which concerns manuscripts 
and rare volumes: Long ago Swinburne 
complained that his researches into 
Elizabethan literature were hampered by 
the refusal of the Museum authorities to 
waive their rule against the removal from 
the Library precincts of books or. manu- 
scripts borrowed by readers. Hence- 
forward students will be able to work in 
their own homes on photographic copies 
of documents. At the Museum is housed 
a mass of Irish manuscripts so great that 
the catalogue alone occupies. over 1,000 
large and closely printed pages. It will 
be possible now to obtain photographic 
copies of vellums and paper folios 
described in the catalogue, and to. study 
them at leisure hundreds of miles away 
from Bloomsbury, and in fresh air in 
place of the dry heat of a museum. [Irish 
historical and literary research thus ought 
to receive a lively stimulus. It may he 
cheaper in some cases to obtain a photo- 
graphic facsimile of a writer’s manuscript 
than the printed redaction that may, or 
may not, be made within our lifetime. 
Is it too much to hope that co-operation 
between the libraries of Trinity College, 
Dublin, the Royal Irish Academy and the 
National Library ultimately may render 
a similar photographic service available 
in Ireland?

Britain and Egypt.

During the past 
week convérsations between Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Sarwat Pasha have been 
frequent, and it is understood that they 
have been satisfactory, preparing the way 
for the negotiation at some future date ct 
an Anglo-Egyptian Treaty designed to 
meet the interests of both countries. Lord 
Lloyd, the High Commissioner in Egypt. 
has postponed his departure for Cairo 
until Tuesday. He will have further 
interviews with Sir Austen Chamberlain 
before leaving.

The Late Earl of lveagh 


The suggestion that there may he 
friction between the British Treasury an:

the late Lord Iveagh is a matter of almost 
daily occurrenco im connection with 
smaller properties. It may be that points 
will arise which will necessitate judgment 
by experts, but that there will be disputes 
between the two Treasuries is considered 
to' be out of the question. Actions at lav 
have to be taken on occasions to settle 
awkward points in a definite manner, but 
such .an action does not. seem to be likely 
except on the question of domicile, a 
point which will not be considered for 
some little time. 


The Southend By-Election. 


Lady Iveagh seems to be making good 
progress in her campaign for the seat so 
long occupied by her husband at Southend- 
on-Sea. She is very well known and 
greatly respected in the town. and, in 
addition, personally knows many of the 
electors. It is her fifth election since the 
war, and she says that she Is só used to 
contests that she is taking things quite 
calmly. The fact that she is standing in 
her own interest does not much éxcite her. 
Lady Iveazh earnestly desires fine weather 
for the polling day, and particularly an 
absence of fog; for there are more than 
20,000 season ticket-holders who leave 
Southend for London evéry day and most 
of them will not vote before they go * 
town in the morning. Fogs will make the 
evening trains late, and may prevent 
thousands of voters from being home in 
time to poll. 


The Unknown Warriors

Misuse of Treasury Notes. 


Ever since the introduction of one pound 
and ten shilling notes complaints have 
been made concerning the action of certain 
tradesmen in placing advertisements on 
them by means of rubber stamp 
pressions. There has been an extension 
of this practice recently, and in so marked 
a manner that the matter is engaging the 
attention of the Treasury. Not only is :'

circulation for a longer period. Offenders 
are being warned by the Treasury that 
the practice must cease.

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In my journey to Blacksod, which is 
the nearest point of approach on the main- 
land to Inniskea, I passed through” the 
heart of the Erris and Mullet péninsulas, 
and had an opportunity of seeing some- 
thing of the conditions. of the people. 

There ig not, and there will not be, 
starvation in the sense that there would 
have been if the potato crop had failed, 
but there is no doubt that there is great 
privation. The people have no money, and 
many of them have had to sell off their 
stock in order to pay the arrears of annui- 
ties which had accumulated during the 
troubled years. Those who have stock 
have been badly hit by the slump in the 
prices of cattle and pigs. To-day I passed 
a couple of large hérds of cattle that were 
being taken back home from Ballina, 
where their owners failed to get a price 
for them. 


UNECONOMIC HOLDINGS. 

In the parish of Aughoose, which em- 
braces the whole of the North-West. of 
the county to Frris Head, things aré as 
bad as they could be. The district con- 
tains eight or nine villages, and there are 
about 800 families, with an average mem- 
bership of six. 

The holdings usually are five or six 
acres in extent; in an odd case the hold- 
ing might run to ten or fifteen acres. The 
quality of the land is poor. In no case 
does the arable land exceed two acres. 
From half an acre to one and a half acres 
is sown under potatoes, and another half 
acre is under oats. On the remainder of 
the ‘holding the peasants try to graze a 
cow or two, and a few calves or sheep. 
Fowl, of course, are kept by even the 
poorest, and the money gained by the 
sale of eggs is used to buy tea and sugar. 
Two.pigs usually are reared and sold dur- 
ing the year—one at Christmas and the 
other at mid-summer. | 

Within the last five years, through the 
opération of the Land Commissión, many 
slated houses have been built, but in the 
great majority of cases the housing condi- 
tions are deplorable. Let me give an 
example, In a mud-walled, straw-thatched 
apartment, about 17 feet by 13 feet, are 
housed the members of a family—father, 
mother and seven.or eight children. One 
end of the room is used to stable the pig 
and ass. In some cases one bed, which 
consists of a “ shake down " of straw, 
serves for. the family. In other cases the 
ass is tethered. to the bed post at night, 
and the'pig is accommodated under the 
bed. 


-THE. STAPLE DIET. 

Tea and potatoes are the main articles 
of diet in this district. Breakfast con- 
sists of: bread and tea; dinner, potatoes 
and salt fish, whenever the latter is obtain- 
able. In-the coast villages fresh fish is 
uséd. In sume cases ‘there is a third 
evening méal of bread and tea. No butter 
is used, except when it can be made at 
home during the summer months. . The 
peasants seldom eat, eggs. 

Fresh meat never appears on the 
peasant’s table, but .occasionally the 
housewife gives her family foreign bacon 
ag. a treat. Three times in the year, as 
a special feast, they kill fowl for their 
own use—at Christmas, Easter Sunday 
and the lst November. The last-named is 
called “ the November goose.”’ 

With such scanty. diet it is surprising 
that: the general standard of health 
throughout the barony’ is’ so good; but 
there is a fair amount of tuberculosis to 
be met with. One case that was men- 
tioned to me was that of a woman who 
is at present: dying from. consumption. 
She has five young children to look : 
Her husband has gone to England as 
migratory labourer. The woman “tn 
nothing with which to support herself and 
family save the few shillings that the 
husband can send her from time to time. 

Another case that was brought to my 
notice was that of a woman whose husband 
had gone to Scotland, where he died, 
leaving her with five children. She has to 
depend for a living for herself and the 
children on the product of a three-acre 
holding, and her only stock is one cow. 

A third case is that of a married couple, 
who built a little house—the typical one- 
roomed affair—and squatted there, Now 
they have eight children. They have no 
land, no steck of any sort. The husband 
does a bit of fishing occasionally, and 
works a day now and then wherever he 
can get employment in the neighbouring 
town. Over and above that the family 
has no means of support. 

Dozens of cases like these could be cited, 
but there is hardly any necessity to detail 
them. In the words of one of the lead- 
ing men I met on the Mullet peninsula: 

“The position is very bad—in fact. it 
could not be much worse. The people 
have no land and are very poor.” 


INDIAN FLOODS. 
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300 REPORTED KILLED.

At 11 a.m., according to a 
Lloyd’s- message from Valentia Wireless 
Station, the vessel, which was bound from 
Hull and London to Montreal, signalled 
that she was 80 milés west of the Fastnet, 
with tail end of shaft broken: and pro- 
peller gone. In the evening. she reported 
through Valentia: ‘‘ Drifting due. south, 
two miles an , weather - moderate ; 
northerly gale ; heavy: 'séas ; vessel’ in no} 
immediate danger.

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GERMANY'S REPLY. 


The German Government has issued for 
publication the memorandum of October 
20th, 1927, from the Agent-General for 
Reparation Payments, Mr. 8. Parker 
Gilbert; and the German Government's 
reply, dated November 5th last. 

The Agent-General states that he pre- 
sented the memorandum for the purpose 
of calling attention to the dangers in- 
volved in the present economic situation 
in the hope that, by doing so freely and 
frankly: at this time, he may render some 
service to the German Government and 
to German economy,: as well as to the in- 
ternational situation generally. 


GERMANY’S SPECIAL 
NEED. 


SAVING AND CAREFUL 


SPENDING. 

In considering the interests of the Ger- 

man economy, the Agent-General says :— 
I should assume that the-general aim -f 
Germany, as of other modern industrial 
States, would be the continuous develop- 
ment of industry and commerce, both 
doméstic and. foreign, with a view. to the 
gradual improvement of the standard o! 
living of her people. For this the ost 
favourable © conditions internally wou'd 
seem to be the constant’ cheapening of 
production, accompanied by such increase 
of wages as cheapened production will per- 
mit, and as will. neither increase prices 
nor the cost of living. Stable prices par- 
ticnlarly favour stable trade. 
- But the. development of industry. and 
commerce also requires a steady supply of 
new ‘capital,»based on savings at’ home or 
borrowings abroad ; and, under, prevailing 
conditions in Germany, there is need not 
only for the creation-of new capital,’ but 
‘also for the rebuilding .of the old liqnid 
capita] destroyed by the war and lost by 
inflation.. Im Germany, therefore, there 
18 a special need and a special incentive 
for saving, and for careful spending “as 
well. Under these conditions, sound and 
well-ordered public finance, which under- 
lies the whole economic life, is of the 
utmost: importance. From the standpoint 
of the execution of the experts’. plan, I 
accept, at full value, the’ often-repeated 
assurances of the German Government 
that‘ its settled policy is to do everything 
within its power to fulfil the obligations 
it-has undertaken. :

The by-election was fhe result of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s decision to retain the Cork City 
seat, for which he, was returned in the 
September election.. At the same election 
he secured a notable triumph in bis old 
constituency of Carlow-Kilkenny, being 
returned at the head‘ of the poll with no 
less than 13,950 first preferences. ' 

The September election left the represen- 
tation of Carlow-Kilkenny as it was 
before—2 Government, 1.Farmer, 1 Fianna 
Fail and 1 Labour—but Mr. Gorey, the 
leader of the Farmers’ Party in _ the 
prévious Dail, was defeated. He stood in 
September as a Government cantidate, 
having joined the ranks of Cumann na. 
nGaedheal after the refusal of the 
Farmers’ Party to join with Mr. .Cos- 
grave's Party. 

In the September ‘election Mr. Gorey 
secured only 2,541 first preferences and 
was é¢liminated after the fourth count, 
when he had increased his total to 4,582. 
In the June election, however, his first 
preferences came to only 954, and he was 
elected with 5,871 votes, or 1,168 less than 
the quota.

THE CONCLUSIONS. 

I have attempted: to bring. together, says 
the Agent-General, in. conclusion, the 
accumulating evidences -of over-spending 
and over-borrowing on the part of the 
German public authorities, and some of 
the indications of artificial] stimulation and 
over-expansion that are already manilfest- 
ing themselves. These tendencies, if 
allowed to continue unchecked, aré almost | 
certain, on the one hand, to lead to severe 
economic reaction and depression, and ate 
likely, on-the other, to encourage the im- 
pression that aan is not acting with 
due regard to her reparation obligations. 

Internally, it is evident that an 
economic crisis would have the most dis- 
couraging consequences for the German 
people, and that it would mean a serious 
set-back to the reconstruction of German 
economic life. It is now nearly four years 
since the first: stabilisatiouw of the currency, 
and over three years since the adoption 
of the Experts plan. During this period 
Germany has made remarkable. progress. 
She has re-established her credjt.at home 
and abroad, her industries have been re- 
organised and her productive: capacity 
largely restored, her supplies, of raw 
materials. and, to some extent, her work- 
ing capita! have been replenished, and the 
general standard of living has greatly 
improved. . This has been. achieved 
primarily through the industry and energy 
of the German people, but the people of 
other countries have also co-operated by 
making their savings available in liberal 
measure for the rebuilding of the German 
economy. It would be deplorable if what 
has been accomplished should now be 
imperilled by short-sightéd and unsound 
internal policies. ' '

The following statement has been com- 
municated officially by the Irish Raul-

In reports of trade union meetings and 
interviews with Labour leaders appearing 
in the Press recently, allegations have been 
made against the Railway Companies of 
the violation of agreements, bad faith with 
the unions, and provocative action towards 
their employés. These charges, which 
necessarily have a serious effect in caus- 
ing unrest amongst the railway staff, may 
have been made as a result of an honest 
misapprehension of the facts: they. are 
without valid foundation in fact, and are 
repudiated emphatically by the companies. 

The last. agreement between the Railway...
